FOREWORD 


The December 2000 elections ushered in an exciting period of change for Local Government. This also means that the transitional 
phase has come to an end and that the Local Government System can now start operating on a solid basis. New boundaries and 
structures were created with the inclusion of rural areas that presented us with a mammoth challenge in rural development and poverty 
relief. The Naledi Local Municipality now consists of Vryburg, Stella, Dithakwaneng, Mosita and neighbouring farms. 

During the 2000/2001 financial year, the Vryburg TLC operated under a Zero Based Budget System. Due to financial constraints, capital 
projects were mainly financed through external loans. This placed a challenge on the Municipality to create radical changes that will 
influence wealth creation and equity. We have established long term financial goals to support the strategic goals and vision of Naledi 
Municipality. 

Our Council focussed on accountability as we move towards greater transparency and focus on results, rather than inputs. Measuring 
and reporting performance becomes an integral part of management. We focussed on issues such as financial support to assist 
service delivery functionaries, joint responsibility for financial stability, management of financial risk and to install the mechanism of 
better financial control-setting policies and procedures. 

The commitment to free basic water from 1 July 2001 is a major milestone in water provision in our Municipality and our vision to ensure 
access of water supply to all our people. Our central challenge for the next five years is to use the experience we have gained, the 
policies we have put in place and the institutions of democracy we have created, to bring about even greater change. 

May I take this opportunity to express my deepest gratitude to the Speaker, Members of the Executive Committee, the Municipal Manager, 
all Members of Council, Departmental Heads, the entire staff component for the support and assistance they gave me. My deepest 
thanks also go to the community of Naledi Municipality. May our Municipality rise from strength to strength in the elimination of poverty, 
unemployment and bring good health and education to our society.

The cost for the municipality under this section increased from R13 653 057 in 2002/2003 
to R15 716 062 in 2003/2004, a increase of 15.1%.

As a result of adjustments in the tariff structure, the closing down of industries in the industrial area and the including 
STELLA, the revenue on the electricity account increased by 12.4% in comparison with the 2002/2003 financial year. 

The reason for the increase in operating expenditure of 11.4% is mainly a result of the increase in the price of electricity 
by ESKOM. 

The energy loss for the past financial year was 14.6% mainly due to big consumers that close their factories, but the. 
transformers still use power as if in operation and the inadiquate incomming substation in STELLA. Funds was 
earmarked by the Province to resolve this problem.

The cost per kilolitre water purchased increased by an average of 3.6%. Water losses represented 8.5% of water 
purchased and pumped for sale to the municipality's consumers, compared to 6.8% in the previous year. The main 
reason for this decrease in losses is due to the new boreholes that was put into operation during the year, as well as 
the introduction of 6 Kl free basic water to all residents. 

The reason for the increase of 7.3% in the operating income is due to higher sales of water during 2003/2004.

2. CAPITAL EXPENDITURE AND FINANCING 

The expenditure on fixed assets during the year amounted to R13 026 061 or 60.8% more than the previous year. The 
actual expenditure is 30.3% less than budgeted for and consists of the following:

The development of housing and associated projects accounted for RO while the expenditure required to ensure that 
refuse removal, sewerage purification, water and electricity services continue to be provided at acceptable levels, 
totals R6 408 004 (R4 291 023 In 2002/2003). 

The provision of roads, footpaths and stormwater drainage and development of serviced sites resulted In an 
expenditure of R2 624 542 (R1 838 522 In 2002/2003) while parks and recreation facilities involved expenditure of 
R259 911 (R1 056 951 In 2002/2003). The remainder of the expenditure covered mainly cultural services and traffic. 

A complete analysis of capital expenditure (budgeted and actual) per department, classification of service Is 
Included In appendix C. More details regarding external loans and internal advances used to finance fixed assets 
are shown In appendix B. 


3. EXTERNAL LOANS, INVESTMENTS AND CASH 

External loans outstanding on 30 June 2004 amounted to R27 816 046 (R28 729 254 In 2002/2003) as set out In 
appendix B. This did not Include a lease outstanding to the amount of R138 908 (R308 075 In 2002/2003). 

Investments and cash on hand at 30 June 2004 amounted to R4 247 472 (R5 897 489 In 2002/2003). 

More Information regarding loans and Investments are disclosed In the notes (4 and 6) and appendix B to the 
financial statements. 

If the culture of non-payment of consumers- and assessment rates accounts are to continue, the municipality will 
continue to experience serious cash flow problems.

ACCOUNTING POLICIES 


1 Basis of presentation 

1.1 These financial statements have been prepared so as to conform to the standards as laid down by the 
Institude of Municipal Finance Officers in its Code of Practice (1992) and Report on Published Annual 
Financial Statements (Second edition - January 1996). 

1.2 The financial statement are prepaired on the historical cost basis, adjusted for fixed assets as more 
fully detailed in Accounting Policy note 3. The accounting policies are consistent with those applied 

in the previous year, exept if otherwise indicated. 

1.3 The financial statements are prepared on the accrual basis as stated: 

- Income is accrued when measurable and available to finance operations. Certain direct income is 
accrued when received, such as traffic fines and certain licences. 

- Expenditure is accrued in the year it is incurred. 

2 Consolidation 

The financial statements include the Rate and General services. Housing services, Trading services and the 
different funds and reserves. All inter departmental charges are set-off against each other, with the exeption of 
electricity, office rent, sewerage, refuse removal and water which are treated as income and expenditure in the 
respective departments. 

3 Fixed Assets 

3.1 Fixed Assets are stated: 

- at historical cost, or 

- at valuation (based on the market price at date of acquisition), where assets have been acquired by 

grant or donation. 

while they are in existence and fit for use, except in the case of bulk assets which are written off at 
end of their estimated life as determined by the Treasurer. 

3.2 Depreciation 

The balance shown against the heading "Loans Redeemed and Other Capital Receipts" in the notes 
to the balance sheet is tantamount to a provision for depreciation, however, certain structural 
differences do exist. By way of this "Provision" assets are written down over their estimated useful 
life. Apart from advances from the various council funds, assets may also be acquired through: 

- Appropriations from income, where the full cost of the asset forms an immediate and direct charge 
against the operating income, and therefore it is unnecessary to make any further provision for 

depreciation. 

- Grant or donation, where the amount representing the value of such grant or donation is 

credeted to the "Loans Redeemed and Other Capital Receipts" account. 

3.3 All net proceeds from the sale of fixed property are credited to the Revolving Fund. 

3.4 Fixed assets are financed from different sources, including external loans, operating income, 
endowments and internal advances. These loans and advances are repaid within the estimated life 
of the assets aquired from such loans and advances. Interest is charged to the service concerned at 
the ruling interest rate applicable at the time that the advances are made. 

4 Inventory 

Inventory is valued at the average of cost, determined on the weighted average basis, and net realisable value. 
Corrections was done by the service provider appointed as per tender. 



5 Funds and Reserves 


5.1 Revolving Fund 

The Cape Municipal Ordinance (Nr. 20 van 1974) Section 75(1) make provision that a yearly 
contibution of 7,5% of the income from Rates and Taxes collected by a Local Authority for the 
year must go to the Revolving Fund with the exeption that no Local Authority have to contribute more 
than 20% more to the Fund than the previous year. The MEC for Developmental Government and 
Housing in the North West Province gave permission to the Council not to do this contribution durng 
this year. 

5.2 Parking Areas Development Fund 

In accordance with the Ordinance on Parking Areas (Cape) each Council that have Parking Areas 
get income from Parking Meters, must establish a Parking Areas Development Fund. Provision is 
made in the Ordinance to allow Council to levy a special tax on Businesses to develope Parking 
(Section 106 of Ordonance 21 of 1966). 

5.3 Dog Tax Fund. 

As laid down in the Ordinance on Dog Tax (Cape), each Council must establish a Dog Tax Fund in 
which the income from Dog Tax must be deposit, (ordinance 19 of 1978) 

5.4 Study Bursary Fund. 

A Study Bursary Fund was established in accordance with the conditions laid down in the authority 
by the Premier of the North West province. 

5.5 Loan Redemption Fund. 

The redemption of Vryburg Stock is provided for by the annual repayment of advances made to the 
borrowing accounts calculated on the estimated life of assets acquired but subject to a limitation of a 
maximum of 25 years on the life of any individual asset. Internal loans are repaid in relation to the life 
of an asset. Redemption on government loans is paid half yearly on an annuity basis. 

5.6 Provisions-, Replacement- and Maintenance Fund 

Annualy contributions are made to this fund to have enought money available to replace a asset at 
end of its life or to do the necessary maintenance to the asset as and when necessary. 

5.7 Leon Taljaard Game Fund 

All monies received for selling / hunting of game are deposited in this fund. The monies will be used 
for buying of new blood lines in the future. The Leon Taljaard committee was established to control 
the actions on behalf of council. 

5.8 Housing Development Fund 

The housing development fund was established as was prescribed by the Housing Act where all the 
monies owed to the old Housing Board was written off and carried over in the name of the person 
that was staying in the house at that time. 


6 Retirement Benefits 

The employers of the Naledi Local Municipality contribute to the Cape Joint Retirement Fund or the SALA Pension 
Fund, while the Councillors contribute to the Pension Fund for Councillors. All these Funds provides retirement 
benefits to such employees and councillors. 

The retirement benefit plan is subject to the Pensions Act, 1956, with pensions being calculated on the final 
pensionable remuneration paid. Current contributions are charged against operating income on the basis of 
current service costs. Unfavourable experience adjustments and the cost of securing increased benefits 
are written off over the lesser of the remaining period of service of employees or five years. Favourable experience 
adjustments are retained in the retirement benefit plan. 

Full actuarial valuations are performed at least every three years. 



7 Surplusses and Deficits. 


All surplusses and deficits arising from the operation of the Electricity and Water services are transferred to the 
Rate and General account. 


8 Treatment of administration and other overhead expences. 

The cost of internal support services are transferred to the different services in accordance with the Institude 
Report on Accounting for Support Services (June 1990). 


9 Leased assets. 

Fixed assets held under finance leases are capitalised. Such assets are effectively amortised over the term of the 
lease agreement. 

Lease finance charges are allocated to accounting periods over the duration of the leases, by the effective interest 
rate method, which reflects the extend and cost of lease finance utilised in each accounting period. 

All other leases are treated as operating leases and the relevant rentals are charged to the operating account in 
a systematic maner related to the period of use of the assets concerned. 


10 Investments. 

Investments are shown at the lower of cost or market value if a permanent decline in the value occurred, and 
are invested per Circular 46 of 1994 dated 26 October 1994 issued by tbe Cape Provincial Administration. 


11 Deferred charges. 

During tbe period covered by this Financial Statements no deferred charges occured 

12 Income recognition 

12 Electricity and Water Billings 

All meters to premises. Industrial sites, Bussinesses or to houshold properties for, high tension as 
well as ordinary household supplies, are read and billed monthly. In order to do this this council 
make use of the firm Northern Cape Meterreadings CC. 

12 Assesment Rates. 

Assesment Rates are levied on the value of land and improvements. General tax are levied on all 
premises in Colridge, Huhudi, Kismetpark, Stella and Vryburg. A Special tax are levied on all 
businesses to enable Council to develop and maintain Parking areas. 


13 Game in Leon Taljaard Nature Reserve 

A game count and regiter is kept and managed by the Leon Taljaard Control Board. No values is connected 
to the Game and as such it was not included in the invetory of the municipality.
